Lafayette, Ind., Feb. 14.—Sixty-, 


four i banks in 35 Indiana counties, 
during the past year purchased eith- 
er pigs, calves or sheep for mem- 
bers of the boys' and girls' clubs 
and financed the members in their 
initial' -livestock ventures, according 
to figures obtained recently by F.

Re- 
plies were obtained from 59 of the 
92 counties and it is thought that 
this -total of 64 would be boosted 
considerable if information were ob- 
tainable fom the other counties. 


iSeventy-four banks, 24 of which 


are included in the original C4 pre- 
viously, named, are supplying in part 
or all ,the prize money for some form 
of'boys' and girls' club work, such 
as corn growing, potato production, 
poultry raising, etc. These

range from a few dollars to several 
hundred.

In nine counties of the' state, or- 


ganizations of the bankers 
have 


been perfected for the purpose of 
supporting club work and the finan- 
cial responsibility for the clubs. In 
several more counties, all the banks 
are supporting club work, although 
•they have no bankers' organization. 
Only six counties of the state have 
no banks that, are aiding in clu'b 
work in some way or other. 


"Bankers generally are showing
